We supplied free writing material. The reading tables were well 
patronised.

These galherings were a great le.iture, and camp life was made 
bnghtcr ,ind more enioyable. The evenings, at .any rate, would have 
been dull and unprofitable without such mcctiiiBs, for one can scarcely 
imagine six thousand men cooped up in small bell tents, eight or leu 
together, finding enjoyment lor a forlnighi without some change.

, A Struggle with a Tent 

Then we had a cyclone that swept over the Uomiiiion visit us at the 
camp at 2 .a.m., levelling every large marquee in the camp, our own 
inclnded! It was a great sight lo see men „ul ill their touts everywhere, 
hghtmg with ropes and in many cases Irving vainly to .save their tents 
going over. We straggled lo save ours, and certainly my assistant and 
myself ought to shine as gymnasIB after that eventful struggle, for we 
were lifted off our feet again and again, wIliLst the side poles swung 
round like Indian clubs. \Vc tied ropes, drove in pegs, until we were 
exhausted, but a final blow and our efforts went for nothing, for our 
beautiful marguce, sixty-six feet liy thirty feet, was blown down, nuiie 
exhausted we took refuge for an hour or two in a large iron shed~lised 
as a picture theatre. Next day. with the willing assistance of a number 
ot the men, our lent was up again, but a return visitation the following 
day brought it down onec morer hut, not to be bciten, we raised it again 
and it stood to the end of the camp I 

After Ihe manoeuvres. Ensign Garner and the writer were personally 
inlroduecd to General Sir Ian Hamilton, Inspector-General, also to 
General Godley, thfr ofSccr commanding His Majesty's Forces in the 
Dominion. Both spoke most appreciatively of the work accomplished 
by The Salvalion Army in the camp, and wished U3 every success in our 
efforts. General Godlcy sent a special message of appreciation' of The 
Army efforts al each of the camps to Commissioner Richards.

The proclamation also Eorbadc all 
ivliolcsalc cr retail aaJc of spirits, but 
nllowcd tbc existing stock of beer 
to be sold. One result is tliat iKc 
Christiania X-irpior Samlag his clos- 
ed ninny of its drrnksliops and re- 
leased 51 hundred and Aity of its 
Ijiiblic-Jionsc nianngcrs, etc., from 
work.
